Columbus, April 18.—Governor Her­ 
rick has received a letter from an a t­ 
torney of Pamlico county , N. C.t de­ 
tailing one of the most lurid tales that 
has emanated from Ohio in y ears. An 
itinerant preacher, who is holdiug re­ 
vival services in that state, in order 
to work up his hearers, told them that, 
he had seen a man burned to death 
by fire from on high in Ohio several 
y ears ago because of his irreverence 
toward Jesus Christ. 
The attorney 
denounced the story as untrue, which 
has caused such a rumpus that the 
preacher will bring suit. 
In his letter

“ Recently one Rev. Mr. S. B. Steph­ 
ens, a Frenchman who resided in y our 
state about two y ears ago, preaching 
in the eastern part of this state, made 
an assertion which we doubt. He said 
that he saw a man burning in the 
state of Ohio, and was told by the 
people of the county that this man 
had been burning four day s, and he 
with his own ey es watched him burn 
1^4 hours, and tne heat which issued 
from him was so intense they could 
not get near him.

afternoon, 
and the 
case was again passed. Judge Hole 
having received a telephone message 
from a son of the parties living 
in 
Pittsburg to the yffect. that he wishes 
to be heard before 
the divorce 
is 
granted. 
The wife had filed an an­ 
swer and cross 
petition asking di­ 
vorce and alimony , but did not appear 
against Netrour. they having settled 
the alimony issue. Judge Hole insist 
ed on hearing the wife's side of the 
controversy before 
passing 
on the 
case, and she 
was 
on the witness 
stand y esterday . 
The husband charged that his wife 
was extravagant and had been 
dis­ 
contented before their reparation a 
few y ears ago because he could not 
supply her demands. 
He also charg­ 
ed that she was in the habit of leav­ 
ing home for weeks at a time, leaving 
him and the small children. 
Mrs. Net­ 
rour denied many of 
his allegations 
and made counter charges against her 
husband, accusing him of failure to 
provide and of harsn and ugly treat­ 
ment.

The board of education adopted Hie i 
wise policy of not selecting the site 
for the proposed new school house j 
before calling the election, and 
thus j 
causing dissension before hand. Fol­ 
lowing the announcement of the sue* 
cessful issue of the special election, 
the board of education held a special 
meeting and informally- considered the 
matter of a site, but failed to select 
one. 
A site will probably be selected 
by the latter [» art of the week, and 
the erection of the new building pro­ 
ceeded with as rapidly as may be. 


Several mutters of more or less im­ 
portance 
were 
considered 
by the 
board of public set vice ¡it its regular 
weekly meeting 
Monday- afternoon, 
which was attended by the full mem­ 
bership of the board. 
The pay ment of the bill of $325 for 
the new street sweeper, recently pur­ 
chased by the board, came up. Charles 
Hetz, representing the company which 
sold the machine, was present 
and 
wanted the money . 
It developed that 
the board did not have the money in 
hand, no appropriation 
for a 
new 
sweeper having been made in 
the 
tools and machinery 
fund for 19 05. 
Some months ago the board members 
sold “Old Jaggers” for $500, thinking 
that, this sum could be applied on the 
pay ment of the new street, sweeper, 
and proceeded to purchase the new 
machine 
accordingly . 
latter 
they 
found that they had no legal right to 
devote any or all of the money thus 
derived to the 
purchase of a new 
sweeper, but were forced to turn it 
all into the general fund. 
For this 
reason Hi" board found itself without 
money to pay 
for 
the new street 
sweeper. 
As a solution oi this quandary , the 
board authorized the clerk to bring 
the m atter before council at its meet- 
iug tonight, with a request that the 
body be allowed to borrow enough 
money to pay for the new swee|» er. 
The clerk was also authorized to pay 
the bill when the money had been lw>r- 
rowed as authorized by council.

held a meeting at tlie parlors of the 
First National bank Monday evening, 
and in the course of a careful consid­ 
eration of the question of centralizing 
the Perry township schools, decided 
to take steps looking toward the cen­ 
tralization o f the five schools in th» * 
township early- next fall. 
All 
the 
members o f the board were present, 
and Supt. J. S. Johnson of th« » Salem 
schools was also present. 
The deci­ 
sion o f the hoard was based on the 
following section of the school code: 
"Section 39 33. 
The board of educa­ 
tion of any township school district 
is authorized to suspend the schools 
in any- or all sub-districts In the town­ 
ship district, but upon such suspen­ 
sion tho board must provide for the? 
convey ance of nil the pupils to a pub­ 
lic school in the township district, tne 
cost of snch convey ance to oe paid 
out of the 
funds of 
the township 
school district. 
* 
• 
* 
w h eu trans­ 
portation of pupils is provided for the 
convey ance must pass within at least 
the distance of one-half mile from the 
respective residence of all pupils, ex? 
cept 
when such residences are sit­ 
uated more than one-half mile from 
the public road; but hoards of eduoa- 
llon shall not lie required to provide 
transportation for pupils living less 
than half a mile 
from 
the schixd 
house.” 
Under this section it seemed to be 
the opinion of Supt. Johnson, the clerk 
and Invard members present that, the 
township board had power to suspend 
the sub-district 
schools 
and lease 
rooms In town, or at 
some 
central 
l» oint, provide for “kid wagons” and 
centralize 
the 
schools 
temporarily 
without an election. 
This, of course, 
does not contemplate the erection of 
a new central school building without 
an election, but Is merely a temporary 
arrangement to test the feasibility and 
economy of the centralization. 
After a careful consideration of the 
m atter Clerk E. O. French was 
in­ 
structed to 
communicate 
with the 
state 
commissioner 
of 
common 
schools ai Columbus, lay ing the mat­ 
ter before him and citing the section 
quoted, and to ascertain from that 
official whether there Is any statute 
Interfering with the township board 
in proceeding to temporary centraliza­ 
tion along the lines set down above. 
This was agreed on, and the board 
members will meet again in special 
session next Saturday night, by which 
time It 
is expected that word will 
have been received from State Com­ 
missioner Jones. 
In case his decision coincides with 
the view taken by the Salem super 
intendent and other local parties, it, is 
the intention of the lioard to try the 
plan.

'logo 
has begu n to harass the Ru ssian fleet. 
The news came from Saigon, Cochin- 
China. m a brief d ispatch which stat­ 
ed that Japanese skirmishing ships 
hav e captu red a large nu mber of Ro- 
jestv ensky 's colliers which were await­ 
ing the Ru ssian fleet oft the Cochin- 
China coast. 
The fu el problem is the most d iffi­ 
cu lt a nav al command er has to face 
when operating thou sand s <if miles 
away from his base To solv e it the 
Ru ssian had d ispatched many co liers 
weeks before Rojestv ensky sailed to 
lie in the path of the Ru ssian fleet so 
they cou ld join it when need ed These 
fu el v 
i s the Japanese are now 
pioking u p, and it is a sev ere blow to 
the 
Ru ssian 
ad miral. 
He 
has, of 
cou rse, a nu mber of colliers with his 
fleet from which his ships load at >ea. 
bu t ev entu ally this su pply will become 
ex hau sted . 
It is a.so possible that 
Togo will attem pt to cu t ou t or sink 
the colliers with the Ru ssian fleet. 
Su ch a blow wou ld rend er the Ru ssian 
ships 
well nigh helpless. 
Far From Fuel Base. 
This situ ation 
is 
one of the ad ­ 
v antages on the sid e of the Japanese, 
as. being near the base, the fu el qu es­ 
tion can easily be solv ed for them. 
This is one of the reasons that make 
nav al men believ e Togo w ill win. 
A high placed ad miral ex pressed to 
the Associated Press the firm conv ic­ 
tion that Ad miral Togo wou ld not giv e 
battle near the Pescad ore island s, For­ 
mosa straits. 
He said : 
"It wou ld be a great tactical error 
to concentrate this squ ad ron 8 00 miles 
from Japan and ru n the risk of hav ing 
Rojestv ensky slip by , when by rem ain­ 
ing in home w aters Rojestv ensky mu st 
come to him in ord er to reach his only 
base, Vlad iv ostok. 
“All the Tokio d ispatches abou t the 
proclamation of m artial law in the 
Pescad ore island s and the probable 
presence of a Japanese squ ad ron in 
Formosan w aters are sent as blind s. 
W e d o not know Rojestv ensky ’R plans. 
He has worked them ou t him self and , 
knowing the ad m iral as I d o, his own 
flag captain was probably in the d ark 
when he entered the China sea. 
We 
hav e complete confid ence in Rojest- 
v ensky ’s resou rcefu lness. 
He labors 
u nd er d isad v antages so far as the 
speed of his v essels is concerned , bu t 
the reports of the cond ition of his 
ships and crews and the tatter's skill 
in gu nnery , as shown by their target 
practice, is better than we consid ered 
possible, and we firmly believ e he has 
more than a fighting chance of whip­ 
ping Togo in an open fight.” 
St. Petersbu rg, April IS.—The re­ 
form elem ents of v ariou s persu asions 
are bu sily elaborating schem es of new 
gov ernm ental machinery , bu t withou t 
co-ord ination, and u nless the v ariou s 
elem ents come together in su ch or­ 
ganization as that proposed by the bar­ 
risters at their recent congress here 
the projected reform is apt to su ffer 
from the mu ltiplicity of v iews and 
aims. 
Three d istinct assem blies of 
liberals were in session in St. Peters­ 
bu rg—the engineers, the literateu rs 
and a grou p attem pting to form a new 
mod erate constitu tional party , and to­ 
d ay there will be the opening meeting 
of an assembly of prov incial jou rnal­ 
ists 
The literateu rs' session was bar­ 
ren of resu lts, the meeting of en­ 
gineers, which was held priv ately , was 
d iscov ered and d ispersed by the po­ 
lice before it passed the prelim inary 
stage, and the mod erate constitu tion­ 
alists, after a two d ay s' session, were 
u nable to agree on a program to which 
it wished to commit the new party .

Em ployers Fear Trouble.

A policeman was killed on Mond ay 
by a crowd of sailors attached to the 
fou rth squ ad ron, which is being mad e 
read y for d epartu re to the far east. 
The policeman ord ered the crowd to 
d isperse and on its refu sal d rew a re­ 
v olv er and wou nd ed two of the sailors, 
bu t was beaten to d eath while try ing 
to d efend him self with his sabre. 
Freight traffic on the trans-Cau casu s 
railroad has been su spend ed owing to 
s strike.
